THE COMPANY COMBS OUT ON TOP. 


Zt Refuses to Discharge Division Superin- 


tendent Busiell, bat Ho Will Not Be 
Allowed to Exercise His "One Man 
Power"—None of the Strikers To B« 
Discharged—Notes of Interest from the 
Field of Labor. 
CHICAGO, June 37.—The strike on the 


Illinois Central rood is over, and it is a 
victory for the company. While the com- 
pany has refused to discharge Division 
Superintendent Russell, it has, so the 
strikers claim, given them its word that 
Mr. Russell will no longer be allowed to 
exercise what the trainmen term a "one 
man power." 


"No one will be discharged because of 


his-conuection with this strike," gaid the 
general superintendent, "ill-advised as it 
may have been. The men hare done no 
deeds of violence, have destroyed no prop- 
erty, have deported themselves as gentle- 
mea, at least in my presence, and on that 
score will not be militated aguinst." 


The Terms of the Settlement. 


Amo!it; others thing the superintendent 


agreed that Russell will not have the 
power to hire or discharge other employes 
than those directly under him, Mr. Rus- 
sell will still be stiperintendent of the Chi- 
cago division of the road and have the 
power to appoint the heads of departments 
under him aud the clerks in his office, but 
no othf-rs. The power to <5versee, hire and 
discharge brakemen, engineers, switch- 
men, 
conductors and firemen will rest 


with the heads of departments and not 
*ith Kusstll. The strikers to the number 
of ovei 4.W considered Mr. Sullivan's prop- 
osition for five hours and finally at 2 
o'clock decided to accept it. It is expected 
that all trains will be running iu a few 
hours .-'nd that the company can take care 
of its immense suburban business in a 
ehortriiae. 


OTHER LABOR NEWS. 


A Flan to Prevent Contract Glass-Brow- 


ers Coining Here. 


NEW yoi:K, June 27.—J. P. Eberhart, 


presidi-ut of the Glass Workers' union, 
at Pittbburg, visited the bar^e office Fri- 
day murning and he d a long conference 
with Chief Contract Labor Inspector Mill- 
holland, about the importation of glass- 
blower-i from Europe by the manufact- 
urers of Pitt&burg and vicinity. A plan 
was agreed upon for the prevention of 
glass-v. orkers coming to this country un- 
der contract. Mr. Kberhart cabled to an 
agent in France for evidence in regard to 
the seven glass blowers who arrived on 
the Friesland Wednesday and are now 
detailed at the barge office. When re- 
ceived the evidence will be laid before 
Collector Erhardt. 


Supported the Walking Delegate*. 


BOSTON, June 27.—The striking building 


laborers met Thursday night to take 
action on the manifesto issued by the mas- 
ter builders. After a long discussion they 
finally rejected the entire document chiefly 
on the ground that "walking delegates" 
are barred out of buildings that may be in 
process of erection. 
The stone masons 


voted to sustain the building laborers and 
rejected the manifesto. 
The bricklayers 


were in Cession and assured the building 
laborers they would adhere to the agree- 
ment not to handle brick or mortar served 
by non-union men. 


The Miners and Their Scale. 


PITTSBCP.G, Pa., June 27.—The wages 


conference of the 
manufacturers 
and 


members of the Amalgamated association 
was in session again Friday considering 
the new scale. A large portion of it was 
gone over, but It will take several days to 
complete the work. It is stated that a 
number of manufacturers have made a 
proposition to the workers to sjgn last 
year's scale for three years. This would 
do away with the yearly scale agitation, 
but it is not regarded favorably by the 
workmen.

Rumor* are still prevalent that charges of 
conspiracy against members of the Manu- 
facturers' association will be presented to 
the grand jury now in session.

the vice presidents and members of the 
•xecutive committee, one person from eacl 
state, territory and province being namec 
for vice president, and one on the execu- 
tive committee. Quite a contest then took 
place between St. Louis, Chicago, Den 
ver, LOB Angeles and Toronto for the next 
international convention in 1893, but Chi 
eago withdrew in favor of St. Louis, and 
that city was selected.

They Enter the House of Mr. Decker and 


Beat Him and His Aged Mother In a 
Frightful Mnnner—A Servant Girl Es- 
cape* and Gives the Alarm—Two Sns- 
piclous Characters Arrested—The Rec- 
ord of Crime. 
MORMS, Ills , June 27.—About 12 o'clock 


at night the home of Charles Decker, on 
the west aide of the town, was invaded by 
unknown parties. The marauders were 
frightened away by Mr. Decker, who was 
iroused by the noise that they made. 
When everything was quiet Mr. Decker 
again retired, and owing to the sultry 
night did not fasten the doors. Three 
lours latter the burglars returned and 
pillaged the house. The occupants were 
again awakened, and in a struggle with 
the robbers two members of the family 
were probably fatally wounded. The fam- 
ily consists of Mr. Decker, aged 48, his 
mother, Mrs. Stevens, aged 83, mid the 
servant girl, Eller* Sliaw. Mr. Decker 
was attacked first. His head was bat- 
tered, evidently by some blunt instru- 
ment, the skull being fractured, produc- 
ing concussion of the brain. 


Esoiipc of the Servant Girl. 


His uged mother was the next victim. 


Having been awakened by the cries of her 
sou she hastened to his room, where she 
was struck down by the robbers. Her in- 
juries, while not so serious as her son's, 
are probably more than her extreme age 
and constitution will bear. The servant, 
girl, who slept in the same room with 
Mrs. 
Stevens, escaped the notice of the 


fiends. She escaped from tlie house and 
alarmed the neighbors. The murderers 
left the scene of tlieir work, knowing that 
their deed would be known throughout 
the community in a few moments. In as 
short a time as possible physicians were 
summoned, officers were notified, an1! the 
flre alarm was rung, calling out thu citi- 
zens by hundreds. 


Two ArreHts Made. 


Posses were formed by the sheriff to 


scour the country in all directions. The 
arrest of two suspicious characters was 
the result of their work. One of the sus- 
pects was wet to the knees, the result of 
wading in the wet grass. 
He had also 


recently washed his hands and arms. The 
prisoners were committed to the county 
jail. 
The description of the suspects 


tallies with that given by the servant girl, 
although they canuot be positively iden- 
tified as yet. 
It is thought that the 


amount stolen was small, but the condi- 
tion of the victims is such that they are 
unable to tell what money or valuables 
were in the house. Both victims are fail- 
ing and will probably die. 


A JEALOUS SQUAW. 


She Stabs Haln-iu-tlie-Fecc, Who Killed 


Cunt«r, While ill His Sleep. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Juue 27.— Rain-in- 


the-Face, the noted Sioux chief, ranking 
next to Sitting Bull in renown and prom- 
inent through his connection with the Cus- 
ter massacre, is lying at Standing Rock 
Agency, N. D., dangerously wounded. 
Unless a change for tlie bettor soon takes 
place he must die. The chieftain was 
stabbed by his scjuaw, a handsome young 
woman whom he had neglected for an- 
other yonug woman, after a desperate 
quarrel 
between 
Rain-iu-the-Face and 


his squaw, during which she drew a 
knife. 


Sorry She Didn't Kill Him. 


The chieftian removed to another lodge, 


and that night while lie lay asleep his wife 
entered and plunged 11 long knife into his 
side and chest, making terrible wounds. 
She then gave herself up. 


"I!m sorry," she saici," "that I didn't 


kill him." The Indians st the agency are 
greatly excited and trouble may follow. 
The woman is now under a strong guard, 
as violence is feared. Should Rain-iu-the 
Face die she will Ire tried for murder. She 
has been jealous of the chief's actions for 
several mouths. 


A Wisconsin Moonshiner. 


MANITOWfic, Wis., June 27.—For the 


third time within five years B. Kaufman, 
a farmer residing near Two Rivers, is in 
custody of the United States officers for 
this district, charged with "raoonshining.' 
The first arrest WIIH made in 1888. Kauf 
wian furnished evidence that the objec 
tionable apparatus on his premises was 
used for other than distilling purposes 
and was acquitted.

THE BETHANY PICNIC 


PLEASANT AND PROSPEROUS DAY 


WITH MATTOON CATHOLICS. 


Each Decatur Man Gets a Special Car— 


A Rumor with Nine-Leagued Boots— 
Rowing Speech by Oeu. Palmer—K. 8 
Wilson Addressee the F. M. B. A—Press 


Predicament Keepi FIfer 
of Political 
Away. 
It was a small crowd that went from 


Decatur to tbe plcuic at Bethany yesterday 
about a baker's dozen—and thereby bangs 
a great deal of mystery. 
Tbe picnic was 


under the management of the Catholics o: 
Mattoou. About 10 days ago they eent two 
men to our town to discover the prospect o: 
securing the attendance of a goodly num 
ber of our people. The agents talked the 
matter up and concluded it would pay to 
run an excursion from Decatur to the plcui 
ground. They advertised the affair on th< 
bill boards and in the newspapers; and fron 
talks they had with some of our peopli 
they were led to expect a crowd of 400 
They sent up coaches to hold that number 
so that each of those who really did go hat 
all the style of a special car—and the bit 
was only 50 cents. There is financiering 
for you; Gould with all his skill could di 
no better with as many dollars. 


But why wasn't there a larger crowd from 


Decatur? That waa tbe question asked by 
Father Crowe just as he saw tbe phantom 
train haul up at the picnic ground. 1 
seems tbat an able-bodied rumor had trav- 
eled through tbe country from Bethany to 
Decatur, and the tale it told was that there 
would be no picnic. Everyone would say 
there had been a dispatch to that effect 
and what everybody said must have been 
true, even though it would excite the envy 01 
one of old Ananias' best efforts. 
Who sent 


tbe dispatch? The Catholics of Mattoou 
are offering a reward for his name, and ii 
will be doubled for his scalp—and no ques 
tions asked. Probably there was no dis 
patch sent, but who breathed all the life 
into that rumor? Information on 
thai 


point will also be received with all th< 
financial manifestations of delight men 
tioned above. 


But there was a large crowd at the picnic 


anyway. Tue excursion train from the 
south brought 500 people. The farmers 
and their f ami lira from miles around caim 
in wagons, buggies and carriages. Those 
who couldn't ride walked, and when tti> 
last man arrived there were 1,000 persons 
on tbe grounds. Farmers and their wives 
and lovely, lovely daughters of both cbun 
try and city folk. The young men were 
present in abundance. It was a baske 
picnic; aiid tbat is the kind to attend. I 
you are single and wise you will take no 
basket along, neither will you have a part- 
nership . in any particular one—just flit 
about from friend to friend, gathering in 
the good things as the bee does the honey 
and all the time be sure to make notes so 
that you may know at tne end ot the day 
which particular daughter of tbe crowd is 
the best cook. For directions about further 
procedure you will have to ask someone 
who knows, or blow in 10 cents at some 
book store. 


The great feature of the day waa the 


speaking. Gen. Palmer introduced himsell 
to the crowd shortly after 2 o'clock, and 
spoke as follows: 


"Ladies and gentlemen, I see you feel 1' 


is a warm day, and I will be considerate 
enough to stick to my point and quit when 
done. I am here to enjoy the pleasure of this 
occasion with you and to meet my friends 
and their families. 1 recognize that this is 
a gathering of no particular politics; but in 
this year 1890 I can talk nothing but poli- 
tics. 1 will respect the occasion by refrain- 
ing from a political speech of the savagely 
combative and personal kind. 1 shall try to 
bs temperate and fair; but talk politics to 
you 1 must. It is well known tltat I am a 
candidate for the U. S. Senate. The party 
to which I am attached,comprising 400,000 
voters in this state, has advised the people 
to vote for men In the different senatorial 
districts who will vote for me for senator. 
It was thought best by the democratic party 
that the candidate for the U. S. Senate 
should be presented to the people, anc 
that he should discuss the public quostlons 
that are before us; and so it is that 1 talk 
politics to you to-day. 1 shall try to do it 
in a way tbat will not give yon cause for of- 
fense. 


American politics is the whole science of 


constitutional government. It is1 a most 
important study, and one that has employ id 
our country's greatest minds. There are 
certain elementary principles underlying 
our government. The first of these Is that 
every man with respect to all other men is 
by right free and independent. That is the 
central and vital principle of our ^ govern- 
ment; it is the summing up of the rights of 
man." 


At this point Gen. Palmer went on to 


show the development of our form of gov- 
ernment as it passed through tbe 
;lon and for the succeeding 10 years. 
He 


then said: 


"Parts of the government were not made 


popular. At first the election of a presi- 
ient was not the popular thing It is to-day. 
The electors were chosen and the people 
did not know for whom they would vote. 
The pressure from the people soon made a 
change in this matter. 
The people now in 


effect vote directly for president and vice 
president; and at no distant day the game 
will be true of U. S. Senators. 
Any usur- 


pation, either by tbe state or federal gov- 
ernment is bound to do injury; but the 
remedy is more certain when the state over- 
steps its bounds. 1 am aware some state 
lawssre bad; such as those which have 
more confidence ID the truant officer than 
in the love and affection of parents. 
But 


public opinion corrects such 'abuses aa this, 
is it lately has done in making a party 
back down from the law It thought wise 
only a few months ago. 
The people are 


not in such close touch with the general 
government. 


Personal rights are secure only when 


;hey are under tbe supervision of those to 
whom they belong. 
The federal law feela 


public opinion but slightly. 
The Judges 


md the marshals and their deputies are not 
he creations of the popular will. 
Members 


of the House are the only part of the fed- 
eral system that depends directly upon the 
people. 
And now they want to take the 


election of congressmen from the people 
and place It hi the hands of a lot of election 
supervisors and their deputies, over whom 
be people have not tbe slightest control. 
This is the law that Is proposed by Bowell, 
who represents one of the most intelligent 
constituencies In tbe country. 
The law Is 


an Infamous one. They do not dare to 
place tbe elections in aU the districts 
under federal appointees. 
But It is 


>rovlded tbat the thing may be done upon, 
ba application of 100 voters In any dls- 
rlct The applicants may be the offsconr- 
ngs of tbe jails and penitentiaries. Irre- 
ponslble deputies may be brought into Mr. 
RoweU'KlUtrlctupnnappllcatlonoflQQ man 


of.wh»tsoever;kind. Has a century shown 
that the people cannot be trusted? What 
have Mr. Kowell's constituents done tha 
he should make it possible to take the elee 
tion of their congressman out of their hands 
I am aware that appeals like this will no 
be appreciated by those who wish to destroy 
the representative character of tbe Housa 


It is also true tbat the deliberative char 


acter of the House has been destroyed by 
the usurpation of a rule that has stood for 
more than a century; a rule that is pre- 
served to the people of Illinois in their con 
stitutioD. As things are now running In the 
House all matters of legislation are practi 
cally determined by three members of the 
committee on Rules. And gentlemen, you 
should know the rights of the people are 
to 
bedsacrlficed to give permanency tc 


the unequal taxation of the McKinley bil 
The law tbat throws the election of con 
gressmen into tbe hands of federal appoint 
ees, is aimed at the worklngmen who can 
no longer be duped by the old promises 


We are to have supervisors and deputy 


marshals to put the yoke about our necks 
It was to maintain tt discriminating policy o 
taxation that the rule of more titan a cen 
tury was usurped. It Is for the same pui 
pose it is proposed to give our election 
over 
to 
officers 
who 
are 
no 


responsible to the people. The House i 
tbe only place now where the people havi 
a direct voice; and now it is proposed tc 
destroy that When this Is done the poop! 
will cease to have a direct voice in the gov 
ernment of the United States. 


There are two courses to follow. Tli 


people of Illinois who have done nothing tt 
forfeit their rights must unite as one man 
in their niain*«nance. As you love you 
country you dou't dare overlook the <)iies 
tion. It is not one of parties, but the pre 
servation of rights that were handed dowi 
to us by the men who fought the resolutloi 
and made us a free people. Let the people 
unite and capture the Senate. And then i 
by chance the schemers succeed in captur 
ing the House, they will find that the Senate 
is popularized, and we will hope that n 
method can be found to suppress the pop 
ular voice there." 


At the conclusion of Gen. Palmei' 


speech he was greeted with a storm n 
cheers that must have reminded him of th 
campaign days of 1883, aud that anothe 
more glorious campaign is upon us. 


Father Crowe then read a letter fron 


Gov. Fifer which told that lie could not b 
present on account of previous engage 
ments. Something was said about th 
great governor of the glorious state of Illi 
nols; but it might as well have been 
funeral march for all the enthusiasm i 
excited. A vote of thanks was returned t< 
Gen. Palmer for his speech, to which th 
Gentral replied that he was amply renal* 
for all his trouble by the pleasures of th 
day. 


There was a large contingent of F. M. B, 


A. men in the crowd, and they callei 
loudly for E. S. Wilson, of Olney, demo 
craticjlcandidate for state treasurer. Mr 
Wilson made a short speech to the farmer 
present, in which he showed them how the; 
were getting the worst of Jthe present sys 
fcta of unequal taxation. 
He was listened 


to attentively, and that too by men wh 
have made up their minds t« vote as they 
think. 


The crowd then enjoyed itself for mor 


than a hour in the hundred ways that ar 
familiar to the picnicker. The picnic wa 
a financial success, the Mattoon church net 
ting something like $500 from it. The De- 
catur folks arrived home in their specia 
cats a little before 7 o'clock.
